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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a block copolymer comprising at least two blocks formed from 
aromatic ring(s) wherein at least one block polymer (segment) has an acid group and at 
least other block polymer (segment) is free from an acid group, and wherein the block 
polymer having an acid group represented by the specified formula (1), and the other 
block polymer represented by the specified formula (5). 

Applicants amend claim 1 by inserting the definition of the segment that is free from acid 
group and said segment comprises a repeating unit based on the aromatic rings 
represented by the formula (5). 

The closest reference of record is US 2001/0041279 to Terahara et al, now Patent 
6,761,989. Terahara does not disclose the linking group Z1 or Z2 being direct bond, -O- 
, or -S-.
